C R O P REPO RTS. 


T he 
U nited 
S tates R aises E nough to 
P eed th e W o rld —S tatistics. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 3d.—The first 
annual report of the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture was to day made public. 
Com­ 
plaint is made that Congress has not in 
raising the departm ent to a higher plane 
given more liberal appropriations. After 
deducting $630 000 for the experim ental 
stations, the I* ,'artm ent had last year but 
$1,359,000 foi its entire purposes. This, as 
compared with the appiopriations made by 
Canada, Brazil, France, Germany, Russia 
and A ustria is shown to be niggardly. 
A broader liberality in the m atter of the 
crop reporting from the various States is 
recommended. 
Of the year's crops the report says: Stat­ 
istical records of the season indicate an 
average yield of cereals, a full supply of 
meats of all kinds and the cotton crop is 
adequate for all demands. 
Potatoes have received some injury from 
rot, which has been more prevalent in the 
east than in the west. 
Fruits have been produced in only m od­ 
erate abundance, Apples especially yield­ 
ing sparely in the more favorable locations 
and producing scarcely a third of a full 
crop. 
'i here was an increase in the variety of 
fruits and the area occupied in California 
and Florida is yearly enlarging our re­ 
sources, and in some directions lim iting 
the im poration of sub-tropical kinds. 
The great crop of American arable cul­ 
ture corn is larger in breadth this year than 
ever before, comprising more than half the 
area of all cereals and representing three 
fourths of all the maiza grown in the 
world. 
It promises slightly more than an 
average yield, which has been about twenty- 
six bushels per acre. 
Though slow in germination and early 
growth in the Eastern and Southern States 
from the excess of moisture and from 
droughts, except in local and very limited 
areas, the production of wheat has for sev­ 
eral years been so large as to reduce the 
price to a point so low as to discourage 
growers. 
There has been an increase of the de­ 
mand since 1880, due to the increase of the 
population, of 70,000,000 bushels, and a de­ 
cline in the foreign demand of about (15,­ 
000,000 bushels. The exportation of 1880-81 
was 188,321.514 bushels in wheat and flour; 
an average for eight years has been 121.300,­ 
635 bushels. 
This country still supplies a large part of 
the European deficiency, which is much 
sm aller than in the peiiod of the poor 
European harvests, about ten years ago. 
The present crop will be a full average of 
from between twelve and thirteen meas­ 
ured bushels per acre, but the quality is 
below an average, w ith lower weight and 
bread-malting capacity. There is ample 
supply, however, for all possible European 
demands, though the deficient yields else­ 
where should tend to sustain if not advance 
the prices. 
The product of cottOD, approximated, is 
close to 7.000,000 bales. 
For the first time 
since 1884. the crop of 1887 and 1888 each 
attained about the same volume, and that 
of 1889 has slightly increased the area, 
while the October percentage of the condi­ 
tion is somewhat higher than last year, 
giving promise of another large crop. 
Yet 
it is acknowledged to be late, and is sub­ 
ject to unusual injury from possible early 
frosts, and therefore uncertain in its rate of 
percentage. 
It is gratifying to observe that this pro­ 
duct Btill meets with ample dem ind and 
m aintains its value in the market , of the 
world, the 
production 
of 
t b , U nited 
Stales a3 well as the world's consumption 
having nearly doubled within thirty years. 
There is no imm ediate prospect of a loss 
of this supremacy in cotton-growing. 
The necessity of economy in the meat 
production has stimulated greatly the pro­ 
duction of hay and dried forage, and the 
extension of the silo system which has been 
encouraged by the demand for succulent 
feed in the absence or scarcity of roots and 
has greatly enlarged the variety and vol­ 
um e of feeding material. 
In arid regions alfalfa has absorbed con­ 
siderable of the area of irrigated lands and 
is assuming large proportions in crop dis­ 
tribution in those areas. 
The increase of forage and hay is rela­ 
tively greater in the South than in any 
other portion of the country. 
The report says agriculture in the Rocky 
Mountain region and on the Pacific coast is 
showing great stimulus. 
The values of the agricultural products 
of the Pacific coast far exceed those of 
m ining. The reports say much attention 
is being paid to silk culture and the sor­ 
ghum and beet sugar experiment, and to 
the investigation of the diseases of vines 
and other fruits. 
A special agent who was sent to Califor­ 
nia to investigate the vine troubles is said 
to be m aking commendable progress. 
Disease experim ent stations are recom­ 
mended. 
Attention is also given to dairy and poul­ 
try interests and to sheep-growing. 
Special attention is to be given to the de­ 
velopment of varieties of beets containing 
a higher proportion of available sugar. 
Im portant progress has already been made 
in this direction in many localities in the 
United Statps, especially in the North and 
on the Pacific Coast. The soil seems to be 
specially suitable to the production of the 
sugar beet rich in saccharine matter. In ­ 
terest in this subject by successful experi­ 
ments in California will be m et by the pub­ 
lication, during the comingwinter, of a full 
report on the beet sugar industry of the 
United States. 
The Departm ent is to be specially occu­ 
pied in the effort to solve the problem of 
increasing the forage yield on 300,000.000 
acres of a region outside of possible irriga­ 
tion, by promoting the productiveness of 
grasses there. 
In regard to textile fibers, the question 
now occupying the attention of the Depart­ 
m ent is the utilization of flax, jute, ramie, 
and other fibers. The report urges the 
duty of the Government to assume a more 
definite preservation of such forest areas as 
are still owned by the Government. 
Sheep and wool receive special consider­ 
ation in the report. The growth of the 
m utton interest is referred to as one to be 
greatly encouraged. 
As to wool-growing, the reduction in the 
tariff of 1883 is earnestly deplored. To it 
is attributed a great reduction in the num ­ 
ber of sheep, which h is fallen off about 
7.000,000 head, while the importation of 
wool has increased from 78,350.611 pounds 
in 1884 to 126.487,729 pounds during the 
past year. 
The figures are subm itted showing the 
importance of agriculture, which produces 
annually a yield of $4 000 000.000, employ­ 
ing on 5.000.000, farms 10,000.000 persons, 
representing a population of 30,000,000 
people, while the value of live stock is 
estimated at $2,507,000,000. 


T E R R IT O R Y O F ALASKA.

M IN ISTER 
M IZNER. 


H is F irs t S peech M ay he th e C ause of 
H is B eing R ecalled . 
W ashington, November 3d.—The Post 
this m orning published the following: Mr. 
Romero, the Mexican M inister, arrived in 
W ashington yesterday on a flying trip 
from the Pan-American excursion. 
It is 
doubtful if he will rejoin them; certainly 
not if the object of his journey to the Capi­ 
tal bears no fruit, 
i t is a delicate and 
urgent m atter of international courtesy 
and comity that has arisen, and México 
seems to have good grounds for her griev­ 
ance and complaint, 
W ithin a few days the press dispatches 
has been giving currency to the rum or that 
Mexico has made an indignant protest 
against the presentation speech at Costa 
Rica of Minister Mizuer, accredited to the 
Central American States from America. 
The substance of that speech is now for the 
first tim e made public in an American 
newspaper. 
M inister Romero has a copy 
of the Mexican paper containing the speech 
in Spanish. 
The Central American States consist of 
Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Salvador, H ondu­ 
ras and Guatemala, of which Costa Rica is 
the most southern and Guatemala the most 
northern. 
Minister Mizner, of California, 
the appointee of the State Department, 
seems to have undertaken to spread the 
asgis of Columbia over the Central Ameri­ 
can States. 
In other words, the jaw of 
Tanner has fallen to the lot of Mizner. In 
presenting his credentials iu turn .0 the 
President of Cra'a Rica he made the fol­ 
lowing remarkable speech : 
“ The States of Central America must 
unite. 
A strong federal government is 
your only salvation. Colombia is massing 
her troops on the southern border of Costa 
Rica. Mexico has a covetous eye on Gua­ 
temala. It will he only a short tim e before 
Colombia will seek to seize your State and 
Mexico will seize Guatemala, and Central 
America will be blotted out from the map 
of independence and her ideutitv sunk in 
that of Colombia and Mexico. The time is 
drawing near, and only the most energetic 
action in the federation of Central Amer­ 
ica can save your freedom.” 
In view of the well-known friction be­ 
tween Mexico and Guatemala, it is little to 
be wondered at that the Mexican press is 
tilled with indignant editorials concerning 
Minister M izners injudicious utterances. 
It is a safe prediction that Mexico will fail 
to be appeased with anything short of his 
recall. 
It seems probable that Costa Rica has no 
Neal Dow, and that the entente cordiale be­ 
tween Mexico and Costa Rica at least is so 
far established that mescal, pulque, aguar­ 
diente, aud other favorite drinks of the 
past American diplom ats in Mexico are 
given free admission.

A pologize* to M exico for M izuer's 
U n fo rtu n ate Speech. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 3d.—M. Romero* 
Mexican Minister, arrived in this city yes­ 
terday, having 1 eft the Pan-American ex­ 
cursionists. 
H e said this evening his 
return was not due to the "M izner Acci­ 
dent.” T hat affair was settled before he 
left W ashington some days ago. 
A dis­ 
patch from the City of Mexico received 
some time ago stated there was great in­ 
dignation there on account of the speech 
made by Mr. Mizner in Costa Rica on pre­ 
senting his credentials as Minister of the 
United States to the Central American 
States. It was stated that Mizner had re­ 
flected upon Mexico in connection with 
the boundary dispute between that country 
and Guatemala. 
Romero said the rem arks of Mizner had 
been officially disavowed, and nothing fur­ 
ther would be done in the m atter by Mex­ 
ico. 
“There has been,” he added, “ no inten­ 
tion to ask for M izners recall. That was 
not what was desiied. 
Minister Mizner 
having made the statem ent lie did, the 
Mexican Govt-rnmer.t 
wanted to know 
w hether the insult was made by the United 
States, and it now has been assured that 
the ntterances were unauthorized, and that 
settles it.” 
The Official Diario, containing a copy of 
Secretary Blaine's letter of disavowal, has 
been received here. The following is a 
translation of the letter : 
“ 1 have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your note of the Sth in s t, in 
which, by insiructions of the Secretary of 
Foieign Relations of Mexico, accompanied 
by the full text of Sennr Mariscal’s letterto 
you dated September 28th, you complain in 
the nam e of your Government of certain 
allusions made by the M inister of the 
United State3 in Central America in pre­ 
senting his credentials as Envoy Entraordi- 
nary and M inister Plenipotentiary in Costa 
Rica on the 30th of last August. 
“Theim proprlety and im prudent charac­ 
ter of the remarks referred to was noticed 
by this Department when the speech was 
received, and instructions were sent to Mr. 
Mizner on the subject on September 19:h, 
expressing regret at his words, and a fpar 
that they would receive erroneous interpre­ 
tation to which, unfortunately, they were 
liable, and which, as noticed bvyotir letter, 
has been given them by the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment. 
“Knowing the history of the relations of 
the m utual intimacy and confidence which 
it has been the constant purpose of this 
Government to m aintain with Mexico, as 
well as with other nations, it hardly ap­ 
pears necessary for me to assure you. and 
through you the Government which you 
represent, that the remarks of Mr. Mizner. 
which implied officiousness and a partial 
disposition on the part of this Government, 
were wholly unauthorized, and that they 
occasion sincere regret to this Government, 
and are entirely disapproved by it.” 


U N ITED STATES M INT. 


R ep o rt o f th e D irecto r o f th e M int for 
th e F iscal Y ear. 
W ashington. November 3d.—The annual 
report of the Director of the Mint for the 
year ending June 30>h last shows the fol­ 
lowing values of coinage: Gold, $25 543,­ 
910; silver dollars, $33,793,800 ; subsidiary 
silver. $721.680; m inor coin, $906 473; gold 
bars, $22.241,121 ; silver bars. $6 709,246. 
Iu addition to the above, gold bars valued 
at $57,507,812 were exchanged for coin for 
export. 
The profit on the coinage of silver during 
the year was $9 403,049. 
The total num ber of silver dollars coined 
under the Bland Act was $343,038.001. 
The Director estimates that $16,000,000 
worth of gold and $8,000,000 of silver was 
used by industrial arts during the year. 
The production of gold anil silver in the 
United State9 for the calendar year of 1888 
is estimated a9 follows : Gold. $33,175,000; 
silver, commercial value, $43,000,000; coin­ 
age value, $59.195,000 
The production of the world for the 
same tim e w as: Gold, $15 994,150 ; silver, 
commercial 
value, $103,556,000; coinage 
value, $142.439,158. 
In conclusion, the Director recommends 
the discontinuance of the coinage of one 
and three-dollar gold pieces and three-cent 
nickel pieces, and withdrawing those out­ 
standing from circulation.

T ucson (Ariz.), November 3d.—No defi­ 
nite information has been received from 
the escaped Indian murderers. Troops are 
in the field from all the surrounding forts. 
It is thought the Mexican will endeavor to 
return to Sonora, from which State he 
came. The m ilitary authorities believe the 
Indians will take the old Chiricubua trail, 
a few miles west of Tucson, for Mexico. 
Troops from Forts 
Lowell aud Hu- 
achuca are now guarding the mountain 
passes. 
Troops 
from San 
Carlos and 
Apache are guarding the Cherry Creek 
pass to the north. Tne great uneasiness 
and vigorons movement of the soldiers led 
many to believe much danger is artic- 
ipated. 
Chief Scout, Al Sieber, a few 
weeks ago in conversation in this city said 
there was much uneasiness manifested by 
the Indians on the reservation. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
Globe (A. T.), November 3d.—Parties 
have returned from Rivereide with au­ 
thentic news of the tragedy of the m orn­ 
ing of November 2d, wherein 
Sheriff 
Reynolds and Deputy Holmes were killed 
and Middleton wounded by Indian con­ 
victs. The story of the Mexican prisoner, 
who did Dot help the Indians to kill the 
officers, is as follows- 
W hen the party 
reached the foot of the long grade four 
miles west of Riverside the six Indians 
were ordered out of the stage aud loosely 
shackled three abreast. 
In this manner, 
with the Sheriff ahead and the deputy be­ 
hind, they started up the hill. The stage 
was driven by M iddleton. The Mexican 
a id Indian Kid and another were inside. 
They went in advance. The first intim a­ 
tion of trouble was the shout of the Mex­ 
ican. 
Looking back, they saw three Indi­ 
ans struggling with Reynolds and three 
with Holmes. Middleton was a moment 
afterwards shot and fell from the box. The 
Mexican jum ped from the stage and ran up 
the grade. Three shots were fired at hint. 
The Indian also jum ped from the stage, 
and the horses ran away. The Mexican 
subsequently secured a stage horse and 
started towards Florence, but was bucked 
otf, and continued on foot to W hite's 
ranch, gave himsell up and was taken to 
Florence. 
Middleton says that when the scuffle 
commenced he turned and covered Kid 
with his pistol for a m om ent; he then 
leaned ont and looked back, when a shot 
struck bint in the face, and he fell to the 
ground. 
His rare presence of m ind saved 
Itis life, as he lay prone aud limp while t ie 
Indians stripped off his coat and rill;d his 
pockets. The bullet struck Middleton in 
the right cheek and passed through the 
fleshy part of his neck and came out close 
to the vertebra, a very close call. 
He 
thinks he was shot by some one ambushed 
on the side of the road, but the wound in­ 
dicates that the shot was fired from near 
where the Indians were. 
W hen the In ­ 
dians had gone 
Middleton 
walked to 
Riverside and gave the alarm. 
The watchman of the Ray m ine and Dr. 
Snyder were the first to reach the scene 
They found Holmes lying on his back shot 
through the body, from left to right. The 
ball had passed through his heart. 
Rey­ 
nolds was about twenty pacts ahead lying 
on his lace 
The shot had entered the top 
of the right shoulder and ranged down 
through the body. 
The skull was mashed 
by rocks. 
Pony tracks were discovered on the bank 
side of the road aud moccasin tracks on 
the other side. 
A whip stock, marked 
with blood,' was found a short distance 
from the road. The trail of the Indians 
led towards the river, in the direction of 
Mineral Creek. 
Troops were ordered out from every post 
in the territory. Those from Fort Thomas 
were among the first to take the field. The 
road between Ban Carlos aud Thomas is 
patrolled by troops from both posts. 


Life Im p riso n m e n t. 


E lk o (Nev.), November 3d.—Kendricks, 
who kiiled Otto Hugo, was sentenced to 
life im prisonm ent in the penitentiary at 
Carson by Judge Bigelow yesterday.

THAT BIG STORM. 


W h at th e 
S ignal Service lia s to Say 
A bout It. 
The October report of the Signal Service 
headquarters at San Francisco contains the 
following interesting resum e: 
T he most m arked meteorological feature 
of the m onth was the excessive rainfall oc­ 
curring throughout California, which, over 
the greater part of the State, was more than 
double the heaviest October rainfall pre­ 
viously recorded. This large rainfall re­ 
sulted in m any localities in serious damage 
to crops, particularly in the case of raisins 
and table grapes. 
Rain fell in Northern 
California on the 7th. 8th, 17ih, 18’h, 19ih, 
20th, 21st, 22d, 23d, 25tb, 26 h. 27th and. 
29'5; in Southern California on the 8th, 
13th, 18th, 20th, 21st, 22d, 23d, and in 
Oregon and W ashington Territory on the 
1st. 6th. 7th. 8th. 9th, 10th, 14th. 21st, 22d, 
23d., 24th, 26:b, 27th, 29th aud 30th. 
Tem perature—The m onth was an u n ­ 
usually warm one in all of the Pacific 
Coast Districts, the least departures from 
norm al temperatures occurring in Northern 
California. 
Mean temperatures at selected 
stations were: Portland, Oregon, 57°; Sac­ 
ramento, Cal., 62°; San Francisco. 62°; 
Fresno, 63°; Los Angeles, 66°; San Diego, 
65°. 
Rainfall—The rainfall was in excess of 
the norm al am ount south of a line drawn 
diagonally across Oregon from Portland to 
the southeast, and was less than the average 
October rainfall north of that line. 
The following table shows in detail the 
am ount and distribution of the rainfall for 
the m onth and season: 
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MARYSVILLE TO KNIGHT’S LANDING. 


T he New B ran ch 
R oad C onnected 
w ith 
th e C alilo rn la P acific. 
The new branch road of the California 
Pacific Railroad, which has been in course 
of construction from Marysville to Knight's 
Landing, was connec'ed at the latter place 
Saturday evening with the m ain road. 
The finishing touches of the new branch 
are now being pushed through as speedily 
as possible, and it is expected that the road 
wiil be open for business about the middle 
of next m onth. 
In the construction of the road the 
Southern Pacific Company placed across 
the Sacramento river at K night's Landing 
one of the best built bridges in the State. 
In addition there has been built 19.900 feet 
of trestle work, which required the services 
of five pile-drivers and hundreds of labor­ 
ers. 
It is said that the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany is considering w hether or not the ex­ 
press trains to and from Portland, tnatnow 
pass through Sacramento, should turn at 
Davisville and go around by that way. con­ 
necting with the California and Oregon 
road at Marysville, as the branch road 
shortens the distance to and from Portland 
by about thirty-one miles. 
From M arysville to N elstn's. opposite 
Nicolaus, the road was originally built by 
N. D. Rideout, the banker. The Southern 
Pacific Company bought this addition and 
besides the right of way, and constructed 
the ro2d to where connec:ion has now been 
made. 
After leaving Marysville, the new 
branch road crosses the Feather river at 
Yuba City, then rons direct along the 
levee of that river to Nelson’s Point; thence 
down to Snowball s Bend and up tne riv tr 
to K night’s Landing, touching the old Cal­ 
ifornia Pacific road.

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THE STONE-CPTTEBS’ PROTEST. 
At the last session of the Legislature 
certain long-needed work was ordered to 
lie done upon State property. Among the 
preservative improvements directed was 
certain cut granite work for steps, but­ 
tresses and posts. But it was provided 
that the granite should be procured from 
the State Prison at Folsom, and the Prison 
Directors were ordered to furnish the ma­ 
terial. This was done, and the Capitol 
Commissioners then employed stone-cut­ 
ters to fashion the granite into the form 
required. After the cutters had been at 
work some time the Stone-Cutters’ Union, 
with headquarters at San Francisco, or­ 
dered the men to cease work because the 
granite had been quarried by convicts. 
The position of the R e c o rd -U n io n con­ 
cerning the strike as a remedy is well 
known, as also its view of State economy 
in the employment of prisoners. In this 
particular instance the stone-cutters are 
correct in their position, for the simple 
aud unanswerable reason that the action of 
the Legislature discriminated against 
them. Both the political parties repre­ 
sented in the Legislature fairly fell over 
each other in their hot haste to play the 
part of demagogy and convince the trada 
unions that they had no better friends on 
earth than the Republican and the Demo­ 
cratic parties. They struggled with each 
other to be first in expelling all industries 
from the prisons, save only the manufact­ 
ure of jute, which does not happen to fall 
within 
the 
line 
of 
competition 
«f free labor as represented in the Unions. 
Having done this, the same legislators 
made a 6harp about face, and ordered the 
work referred to done by prison labor, 
though it is directly in competition with 
the labor of free quarrymen. This is 
making fish of one and fowl of another, 
and was an example of unfairness that was 
shameful. If all other industries are to 
be “ protected ” by Act of Legislature 
from the competition of prison labor, why 
not that of stone-quarrying and stone- 
cutting? The free quarrymen are as good 
citizens and have as deep an interest in 
the State and its material prosperity and 
the advancement of labor, as have the 
cabinet-makers, the joiners, the molding- 
cutters and the workers in planing mills 
and collar and saddle factories. Wo pro­ 
test against this discrimination, and we 
sympathize with the stone-cutters in their 
complaint against the injustice that 
singled them out—due, possibly, to the 
fact they are comparatively few in num­ 
ber, and have not so many votes as tlie 
workers in other industries. Let them 
insist that when the State of California 
“ protects” one industry, that it shall do 
even-handed justice and protect all. For­ 
tunately for the stone-cutting craft, only a 
dozen suffer by the “ lay-off” that has 
been ordered; but their calling has been 
discriminated against, and they should 
demand that consistency on the part of 
the politicians that will serve all the 
trades alike. It was a small piece of 
business on the part of the Legislature, 
and the reason for feeling ashamed of it is 
broad enough to give all who had any­ 
thing to do with the unjust discrimination 
against a class of hard-working, skilled 
mechanics, ample opportunity to blush. 


T iie positive identification of Burke, 
one of the defendants in the Cronin case, 
as the man who rented the cottage, under 
a false name, in which the unfortunate 
doctor was clubbed todeatli, clears the way 
wonderfully for the prosecution and justi­ 
fies the course of the police in adhering to 
the theory that the Winnipeg suspect was 
one of the Cronin assassins. The identifi­ 
cation really half tries the case, and the 
defendants are now driven to the resort of 
showing that they had no relations what­ 
ever with Burke. This they will find a 
most difficult, if not an impossible task. 
Burke is not the kind of man to plan such 
a murder alone. There was no motive for 
such action on his part as an individual. 
He rented the cottage for others and for 
the express purpose for which it was used 
He procured the vehicle in which Cronin 
was driven to the house, and the man who 
assisted him in hiring it was C'oughiin, the 
police officer. Both men are members of 
the Clan-na-Gael, and both were of the 
Sullivan faction that Cronin had antag­ 
onized. It looks very much as if the law 
is closing around the prisoners with a fatal 
embrace. 


T h e Mayor of San Francisco has vetoed 
the slogging ordinance on the ground that 
prize-fighting is prohibited by State laws, 
and that no municipality can license that 
which is condemned by the law. This is 
sound sense. But there are no laws against 
boxing, and if the San Francisco Super­ 
visors can draw the line between prize­ 
fighting and boxing, and regulate the 
latter, we are of the opinion that public 
good will be conserved since the State laws 
are not strictly enforced against the former. 
Against boxing, such as is taught in well- 
regulatc-d gymnasiums, there is not only no j 
protest, but it is a branch of physical train- j 
leg that should have attention. The dis­ 


tinction between the two is capable of be­ 
ing defined as clearly as the distinction be­ 
tween the graceful and manly accomplish­ 
ment of fencing with button foils, pad 
armor and masks, and the duel with rapiers 
or untipped foils and bared breast. 


“C a lif o r n i Aon Wheels” is to be brought 
to this city during the session of the Na­ 
tion Grange, to give the delegates an op­ 
portunity to examine the exhibition. This 
is an excellent arrangement. The exhibi­ 
tion of the cars in the home of the rolling 
exposition will give to the Eastern people 
much greater confidence in the representa­ 
tions of the agents who accompany the 
cars on their Eastern tour. Naturally the 
visitor to the exhibition in Iowa, or i»ew 
York, or Virginia, will be impressed by 
the fact that we have not feared to first 
submit the exhibits to Eastern visitors in 
the section where tlie fruits and other 
articles were produced, and where the op­ 
portunity is open to detect whether there 
is any deceit in the matter. 


T h e Chinese in this city, in imitation of 
their Caucasian neighbors, have put agents 
upon the streets to peddle lottery tickets, 
and they are making house to house visit­ 
ation in that interest, the children being 
their principal customers. They are not 
deserving of rebuke, since we do not inter­ 
fere with the white men who are openly 
dealing in more pretentious lottery con­ 
cerns. It would be a mockery of justice 
to arrest and punish a Chinese lottery 
broker and not interfere with the white­ 
skinned policy sharp. 


T n E “Trotting Horse Breeders’ Associa­ 
tion” held a racing entertainment at San 
Francisco on Saturday, and again the peo- 
p'e of the metropolis proved indifferent. 
Less than seven hundred attended, and of 
these two-thirds were ladies, and one-half 
the remainder were dead-heads. The 
lrorse associations will he convinced after a 
while that the people of San Francisco do 
not wish, and will not patronize, speed 
contests. The place for the speeding of 
fine stock is the interior of the State. 


PUBLIC B ELIEF. 


S a tu r d a y , the 2d of November, will 
retain special significance in our annals as 
the day on which, for the first lime in the 
history of the Republic, two States were 
admitted to the Union at the same time. 
On Saturday the President of the United 
States signed, in the same minute, two 
proclamations declaring that all the re­ 
quirements of the law had been complied 
with, and that the two Dakotas were then 
duly admitted to the sisterhood of States.

T he subjects 
have been exhaustively treated and the 
theories advanced m ay be in accordance 
w ith the conditions of society in over­ 
populated com m unities like E urope, b ut 
w ill n ot apply íh th eir entirety to our 
country. T he old-accepted M althusian doc­ 
trine th at population has a tendency to 
press upon the subsistence of th e country 
has been exploded by one of our ow n m od­ 
ern reasoners, view ed under th e ligh t of 
o ur advanced m ethod, as it has been 
proved th at it is com paratively easy to 
m ake tW9 blftdes of grass grow w here only 
one grew before. 
For hundreds of years civilized commu­ 
nities have been legislating to mitigate the 
condition of the poor. 
They have under­ 
taken very humanely to provide that no 
one shall suffer for the absolute physical 
necessaries of life, and it is said that under 
legislation there was for about fifiy years in 
England no man who, however idle, vic­ 
ious or dangerous he might be, could not 
obtain from the rates (or taxes on land) 
the means of supporting himself and his 
family of six or ten or twenty children and 
grandchildren, and under this rule the tide 
of pauperism rose higher and higher and 
crime increased. 
It has been observed in England, and is 
equally true elsewhere, that “wherever the 
laDorers are unemployed the beer shops of 
the parish are frequented by them,” aDd a 
striking illustraiiou is given of one locality 
containing 139 individuals, of which only 
35, including tbe clergyman and his 
family, are supported by their own exer­ 
tions, there are two public drinking 
houses. It appears from ike evidence that 
the great supporters of the beer shops are 
the paupers. 
Hundreds of instances, says Mr. Okeden, 
came under my observation, in which the 
overseers knew that the wages and parish 
allowance were spent in “ two nights at the 
beer-houses, which ought to have been the 
week’s subsistence for the whole family.” 
For hundreds of years the benevolent sen­ 
timent of conservative old England has 
been levying rates to assist the poor, which 
proved more of an assistance to the beer- 
shops. It would be cheaper to pension the 
keepers of tbe beer-shops and close them 
up, than to pension the whole community 
and have them open. 
Now, poverty is the result of three causes: 
The first, is where the individual has been 
handicapped by nature, and is shiftless, 
thoughtless and improvident. They need 
constant guardianship and control. Tbe 
second cause is mistortune, over which the 
individual can have no control. This class 
need our tenderest sympathy. Tbe third 
cause of poverty is crime and dissipation. 
This class need constant correction, and 
should be kept away, as much as possible, 
from the influences that have led them 
into the lite they have chosen. 
Mrs. Lowell says in her conclusions, 
“ that while the acknowledgment is made 
that every person born in a civilized com­ 
munity has a right to live, yet the commu­ 
nity has a right to say that incompetent 
and dangerous persons shall not, so far as 
can be helped, be born to acquire this right 
to live upon others. To prevent a constant 
and alarming increase of these two classes 
of persons, the only way is for the commu­ 
nity to refuse to support any except those 
whom it can control—that is, except those 
who will submit themselves to discipline 
and education.” 
And yet no intelligent effort has ever 
been made to prevent an increase of these 
classes, and when they have been put 
under control In priaons and reform­ 
atories there has been a constant sentiment 
against engaging them in any useful em­ 
ployment for tne reason that it would 
have a tendency to cheapen and degrade 
the labor ou which otheis were occupied. 
Governor Stanford in a recent article 
published in the public prints, made this 
observation in effect: 
"That if every per­ 
son in the world would surround himself 
with all the luxury and elegance which 
human skill and energy can supply, the 
great reservoir from which we get our lux­ 
uries would suffer no diminution. Every­ 
thing we have ia taken from the bosom of 
the earth, the supply is inexhaustible and 
is constantly being renewed, and only re­ 
quires the skill and energy of man to 
fashion it for his use.” 
Now, if the energy of every man could 
be directed in the proper channel, and 
there was no waste of effort, it would be 
easily possible for every individual to enjoy 
the luxury that surrounds us. 
The tkrte 
great requirements are food, clothing and 
shelter. Food is the great essential; cloth­ 
ing and shelter are only required asman 
extends bis habitation into different cli­ 
mates. 
In the tropics man exists very comfort­ 
ably without either clothing or shelter, and 
if his observation, reason and ingenuity 
had not tanght him how to make Ciothing 
aud erect a shelter over himself, it is prob 
able that no human habitations would be 
found outside of the tropics. But being 
endowed with reason he is enabled to overe 
come the most stubborn obstacles that na­ 
ture offers against his migration. If all 
men were equally endowed, there would 
be no problem for the philanthropist or 
political economist to solve. But laws 
have been enacted that came near solving 
the problem at the expense, perhaps, of 
personal independence. Jn our own coun­ 
try we have too much of what we call per­ 
sonal liberty for any such rule to obtain 
sanction. Senator Stanford, in his admir­ 
able paper, says there are no beggars in 
Utah among the Mormons; therere is no 
pauperism in the Church of the Latter- 
Day Saints, The reason of this is that the 
Church is the Government, and it is pa­ 
ternal government. The priests of the 
Church are the social, moral, political and 
financial advisors of the people. 
These priests having the advantage of 
education and scientific investigation, pre­ 
pare themselves to advise their people in 
the affairs of life. If the farmer is uncer­ 
tain about when to sow his grain the priest 
is prepared to instruct him. The thought­ 
less and improvident have some one to 
look after him and become responsible for 
his failure. This system conld only work 
where there was a lack of universal educa­ 
tion. In our country every individual is 
or should be as capable of forming his 
own conclusions as the priest would be of 
advising him. 
The solution of the whole question is 
universal education. In the United States 
the question of education takes the most 
prominent posiiioD, and lias become well- 
nigh universal, and yet there are large 
masses of the people who are deMsely ig- 
noraut. Among those people who are pen­ 
sioners on tbe charity of the public, lully 
75 per cent, of them are from the ranks of 
the ignorant. 15 per cent, are of tbe de­ 
praved and vicious cla‘S, and 10 per cent, 
are unfortunate and in real distress, such 
as widows and orphans lelc without sup­ 
port.Well-educated people will never be 
found applying for charity, unless they are 
steeped in crime or are engaged in getting 
a fraudulent living. The improvident re­ 
quire paternal care and should be placed 
in schools and workshops where they 
could be taught to be self-reliant. The de­ 
praved and fraudulent applicants for char­ 
ity should be place in a reformatory where 
they would given an opportunity to earn 
ail honest living, or punished nntil they 
would be content to support themselves 
honestly. As has been shown, intemper­ 
ance is the cause of most of the pauperism 
of our land, or that a majority of tbe pau­ 
pers of onr land are addicted to drink. It 
may be argued that pauperism leads to 
drinking as an alleviation of its miseries. 
It is certain that drinking lead3 to pauper­ 
ism. and as paup- rism canno* cease to ex­ 
ist as long as the drinking habit obtaic3, it 
becomes evident that to reduce pauperism 
yon must first reduce the drinking habit. 
Laws should be enacted making public 
almoners ia the nature of infants or in­ 
competents in that respect, and fixing a 
penalty against anyone who sold intoxi­ 
cating drinks to such persons, as is now 
done in tbe case of minors and Indians. 
Mrs. Lowell says: "The wife and chil­ 
dren of a drunkard must suffer, no power 
can prevent that; the only question pre­ 
sented is as to the kind of suffering. I have 
not the slightest doubt tnat it isa wrong, 
and a great wrong, to give help to the fam­ 
ily of a drunkard, or an immoral man who 
will not support them.” She farther says 
that •* deseijed wives must not be treated 
as widows, for it has been fonmi that to 
deal as tenderly with them as sympathy 
would dictate, leads other men to desert 
their families, trnstiag them to char­ 
itable care, and even induces husbands 
and wives to play upon the sympathies of 
the benevolent by pretended desertions. It 
ought to be understood in every commu­ 
nity. that where a man deserts his wife and 
children aud neglects his most pressing 
duties to them and to the public, that they I 
will be left to suffer tbe fate he has pre- | 
pared for them.” 
T his seem s to be a harsh su rg es'io n , an d j 
y et it is th e cnlv saf 1 ru le under wbb’h j 
cbrrity can be honestly irspensed. 
In 
every com m unity there are jo ¿; tu c h ex­ 


amples of depravity among parents. The 
percentage is small, it is true, bat the just 
dissemination of charity requires as much 
wise discrimination as any problem pre­ 
sented to our civilization. We always will 
have the poor to look after, in a measure. 
What is needed is some system where we 
can give charity witnout humiliation, re­ 
formation without abuse aud useful em­ 
ployment to all.

CITRUS FA IB . 
T he Cloud in the South D isappears and 
P ea ce R eigus O nce M ore. 
President Green and Director Hancock 
of the State Board of Agriculture returned 
by last eveniDg’s train from Los Angeles.

H ancock to represent the 
State B t.ard and see th at the S late’s m oney 
is property disbursed in prom otion of the 
citrus fairs disappeared. 
T he people w ere told th at th e State 
B oard did n ot propose to arbitrarily run 
tb e citrus fairs; it never bad entertained 
such a thought; tbe people m ust appoint 
th eir ow n E xecutive B oards and set about 
th e w ork in their ow n w ay, but tb e State 
B oard had to account for th e m oney and 
therefore m ust supervise. B ut M r. H an ­ 
cock told the people th at if they w ould 
select an A ssisiant S uperintendent he 
w ould at once appoint him to attend to all 
the details, as he did not propose to go to 
Los A ngeles and get up the fair, nor to run 
counter to the am bition o f the people to 
m ake it th e best ever held. O n th e con­ 
trary , he w ould com e som e days before the 
opening and rem ain till the close and aid 
to th at end, and w ould ODly Interfere in 
th e line of his duty to see that th e State’s 
m oney was w isely used, and to produce the 
best possible results. T his rem oved all 
m isunderstanding, “ and tbe people m an i­ 
fested th eir sati1 fictio n,” says M r. H an ­ 
cock, “ by show ing us every atten tio n ." 
T he w hole trouble arose o ut of m isappre­ 
hension and was probably due to a m is­ 
taken view of the purpose o f the L egisla­ 
tu re in m aking th e appropriation.

Albert Loomens, at one time a resident 
of this city, and one of the leaders of the 
Wilcox conspiracy that resulted in the 
Hawaiian insurrection of last July, has 
been sentenced to be hanged for high 
treason. 
He was convicted on the 11th of Octo­ 
ber. On the 25th, just before the Australia 
sailed for San Francisco, he was brought 
into Court and sentenced to death. He 
will be hanged on the first Monday in De­ 
cember. 
Loomens will be the only one of the 
conspirators to snffer the extreme penalty, 
as the Attorney-General has announced 
that Wilcox is to be prosecuted only on 
the charge of conspiracy, for which the 
highest punishment is imprisonment.

VARIOUS ISMS. 


REV. VOH HERBLICH DISCOURSES AT 
LENGTH UPON THEM. 


n^ersolH sni, Like the B antam , H as the 
Sm allest Body, but the Biggest 
Crow. 


Rev. John F. von Herrlicb, rector of St. 
Paul’s, took hia text yesterday from Judges 
xviii., 7 : “And they saw the people, how 
they dwelt careless." “ We are apt to 
think,” said the speaker, “of the forces 
which war against Christianity as things 
on the outside. Explanations of the lack 
of progress on the part of the church in 
taking the world for Christ are generally 
made to present the harmful influence of 
error, unbelief or general infidelity. We 
seem to have a chronic horror of the varied 
forms of unbelief, and can hardly speak of 
them without fear and trembling. We as­ 
cribe to this or that ism power almost 
measureless in hindering God's kingdom. 
Atheism—the worship of a negation—an 
illogical process of arrant nonsense. Ag­ 
nosticism, th e ‘We know nothing’ philos­ 
ophy, which to faith and intelligence is 
weak and silly, but which I should think 
in some cases’ would be wonderfully true 
and applicable. Transcendentalism, the 
sublimation of a shadow, or the theory that 
there are no objective realities, but whose 
followers are mighty careful to keep out of 
the way of a train of cars or to step over an 
open well-hole. Ingersollism, the bantam 
of the brood, with the smallest body and 
the biggest crow of all of them. And a 
certain sort of thing which some call liber­ 
alism, but which after all means nothing 
sure, nothing definite, but an aimless drift­ 
ing over the ever troubled waves of theory 
and speculation 1 Faith cure and theoso­ 
phy—these are the names that often bring 
a chill to the glowing heart, or help to par­ 
alyze the Christian’s effort. 
“Some one of these is supposed by many 
to be the form under which the devil makes 
his mi at successful headway against the re­ 
ligion of Jesus, but nothing is further from 
the truth. None of these have permanent 
or inherent power to hurt or injure us. 
But there is an ism more dangerous far 
than any of those I have enumerated, and 
it is in and of the Church itself, and that is 
carelessness—indifferentism. 
Yet those 
who consider it their mission to wage a 
wordy warfare with the followers of Inger- 
soll or the admirers of Robert Elsmere— 
let them do b o— that is the mission of the 
few, and the fewer the better 1 But the 
foe we wish to attack and speak of this 
morning is of our own household and re­ 
veals itself in every Church and in every 
heart, and it must be fought by us all if we 
wish to succeed in the grand work of 
Christ’s earthly and spiritual kingdom. 
And this dangerous ism manifests itself in 
gross indi flerence toward the divine and the 
spiritual—toward their God and tbeir fel- 
lowmen—of many we see about us.” 
The speaker then gave a number of illus­ 
trations of that ignoble selfishness which 
shuts itself up in an attractive home or 
surrounds itself with personal pleasures, 
and never gives a thought to the welfare 
and comfort of others; capitalists who 
never give a thought to the investing of 
their surplus means in manufactories or in­ 
dustries which would give employment to 
the many who would thus have an honor­ 
able and manly way to make a living. 
“The best way to help a city or increase 
it3 attractiveness and increase its popula­ 
tion,” he continued, “is to put money into 
those things which will give people work 
and employment, even though it may not 
pay the investor one hundred per cent, on 
the dollar. The kingdom of God is one 
kingdom and the cause of Christ has one 
object. 1 will say nothing about that which 
is worse than indifference—open enmity, 
invidious and unchristian remarks, slurs 
and slanders about others tha‘ would be 
unbecoming in a Hottentot, much less a 
lady or gentleman ; picking flaws or search­ 
ing after faihngs in those who, very likely, 
are much bitter than we are ; for the very 
fact is, if we do, it proves that they are so— 
going about with a microscope to see if we 
can’t find something weak or imperfect in 
some one else’s life or character. Oh, from 
all such sort of piety good Lord deliver us, 
and make us kind and charitable! All 
these open things are positive hindrances 
to the growth of Christ’s kingdom. Then 
there is the depressing indifferentism to 
church attendance. Those who do not 
realize the effect of their influence and ex­ 
ample by their presence at the churche’s 
services, or who come to church so Beldom 
that they forget where their pew is, or who 
tell the minister, ‘Oh, yes. Well, I’ll be 
out next Sunday.’ and then go away and 
forzet it five minutes afterwards. 
“Then there are many who do not con­ 
nect themselves with any Church or Chris­ 
tian body, and the reason of it is (no mat­ 
ter what they may tell you) because they 
are afraid it will cost them something—it 
is not a religious but a financial matter. 
Then there is often a sad indifference to 
strangers who may come among us. We 
fail to give the kind word or pleasant smile 
of recognition that might be of so much 
help and encouragement—the kindly, ‘I 
am glad to see you, and we hope to see you 
often.’ I am not speaking now of that 
peculiar stranger who lakes pains to sit 
near the door, and then starts on a run for 
the sidewalk the moment service is over, 
and then spends the remainder of the 
week in telling how cold and unfriendly 
they are at the church on Eighth street. 
There are those who come among us witha 
real yearning for recognition and friend­ 
ship, and are good and worthy of it. It is 
true, we may be taken in at times, but 
those occasional results will not hurt us 
very much. 1 have been deceived several 
times myself in my kindness and interest 
to strangers, but it did me no harm, save to 
somewhat lighten my pocket-book. Then, 
too, we are too indifferent to the younger 
members of the parish in regard to their 
spiritual welfare. Need we wonder that so 
many young men and women take the 
wrong course in life, when we see the poor 
example and influence their fathers and 
mothers give them. Why should parents 
expect their children to take to the good 
and spiritual when they themselves are 
godless and indifferent ? 
“Is it not true that we often follow an 
earnest effort to get people into the church 
by entirely neglecting them afterwards? 
The church of God was never intended for 
a cold storage, warehouse, nor a Swift’s re­ 
frigerator car to bear us toward the celes­ 
tial city, bnt some of them coate very 
near that in their social relationships. 
Then there is an indifference toward the 
weak and sinful. Do we exert all our 
power and influence to help and save them? 
We need more of the spirit which led Paul 
to plead with the erring, and Christ to 
weep over Jerusalem. Many of us sadly 
need a harmony between our theory and 
practice. Then there are many who are 
afraid to come into social contact with 
those who are not of high caste or are of 
dubious standing. Such people must be 
weak indeed or very uncertain about their 
own social foothold. Oh! the indifference 
in all directions. It is because of indif­ 
ference that we do not have a Sunday 
law and a high license for Sacramento. 
It is because of carelessness and indifference 
that God’s House is not filled with happy 
and devout worshipers every Sunday. It 
is because of indifference that our city is 
not more attractive or is lacking in in­ 
dustries to give employment to alt who are 
willing to work and labor, ft is because of 
indifference that so many are lacking in 
spiritual grace and development. May 
God arouse us to a realization of our 
opportunities and privileges in all direc­ 
tions and of our irretreviable loss if we 
slight or neglect them.” 
PROGRESSIVE RELIGION. 
An E loquent Serm on at tlie C entral SI. E. 
C h u r c h . 
Rev. C. H. Beecbgood, pastor of the Cen­ 
tral M. E. Church, after a serious illness for 
the past four or five weeks, again resumed 
his ministerial duties yesterday, and 
preached one of the most interesting and 
edifying sermons that has been listened to 
for some time. He took his text from 
2 Peter iii., IS: “But grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ.” 
He commenced by citing the numerous 
examples of -onzevity in the Bible. 
Methusaleh livpd to be over 900 years of 
age. Noah was 600 years old when he be­ 
gan his great life work. Abraham was 175 
years old when be was gathered to his 
fathers. Isaac lived so long that the in­ 
firmities ot age prevented him from telling 
bis sons apart. The days of the years of 
the life of Jacob were many; when, at last, 
he was carried with Egyptian pomp and 
buried iu the field of Macbptlah. Men 
lived for centuries in thoee d.-ys. 
“When Isaac obediently followed his 
father to be offered 83 a sacrifice,” said the 
speaker, “he was about 39 years old, and 


did not object to being called a lad. But 
that was thousands of years ago; and 
thirty years now is the average of life; and 
the majority of young men of 15 or 16 be­ 
gin to teel the twinges of insult and of un­ 
derestimated dignity if they are called boys. 
Since the time of the flood thp period of life 
has been decreased, until a centenarian has 
become a subject for newspaperarticlesand 
a real curiosity. Tne alloted period of 
m an’s life is now three score and ten; and, 
if by reason of strength it be fourscore years, 
we say be has enjoyed, indeed, a very ripe 
old age. O, the centuries of experience and 
knowledge that may be crowded into one 
short life. Kepler, Copernicus, Bracbe, 
Newton, Lelaod LsGrauge, Sir William 
Herschel, with a host of others, from the 
early .observations of the Chinese, Chal­ 
deans, Hindoos and Egyptians,down to the 
remarkable discoveries of the last decade, 
have spent their lives in astronomical in­ 
vestigation; and the result of these centu­ 
ries of patient and persistent labor, re­ 
corded in a few volumes, may be learned in 
a few brief months of study. The sub­ 
stance of all that has been learned about 
the earth’s structure from the early period 
of Pythagoras and Stabo down to Lyell of 
our own day, may be passed over in the 
Freshman class year of the college course. 
“There is reason to belive that Zoroaster 
devoted some attention to plants. Theo- 
phasten, a pupil of Aristotle, wrote the first 
book upon botany nearly four hundred 
years before Christ. The writings of Plinv, 
tbe Elder, contain an account of more than 
1,000 species of plants. In tbe sixteenth 
century botany took its true place among 
the sciences. From that time the names of 
Dr. Turner, Dr. Morrison, Harshaw, Hook, 
Linnxus, Link, Scbleiden von Mohl and 
Liudley appear as eminent botanists. Tfie 
world in which we live is a progressive 
world. The planet itself has been whirl­ 
ing through space since the creation at tbe 
rate of nineteen miles per second, and its 
inhabitants have been keeping up with it. 
When Robert Fulton, in 1807, stood at the 
wheel of the Clermont, there was a rapid 
stride made in the world’s civilization 
Wnen George Stephenson pulled upon tbe 
throttle of tbe first railroad engine, declar­ 
ing that be could make it run fifteen miles 
an hour, the people laughed and said tbe 
Scotchman had gone mad over his inven­ 
tion. Little did be dream that the time 
would be quadrupled, and that elegant 
palace cars, with sleeping and dining ap- 
partments, iu less than fifty years, wuuld 
be whirling through the country at the 
rate of sixty miles per hour. Fifteen miles 
an hour is too slow for the quick pulse of 
to-day. 
‘ The ancients counted seven colossal 
works of art which they called the ‘Seven 
Wonders of the World,’ but tbe wonders of 
the world have been multiplied till tbe 
number is lost. The world is on the ad­ 
vance—it is progressive. Look at the nu­ 
merous steamship lines that cross the ocean 
with their hundreds of passengers, reaching 
the distant coutinent in five or six days. 
‘But what has all this to with progress­ 
ive religion ? 
"The reply to the question is, that pro­ 
gressive religion has everything to do with 
the word progress. Destroy the Bible, and 
the sun of the world’s enlightenment sinks 
forever behind the everlasting hills. France 
tried it by the abolition of the Christian 
religion. There was a time when the 
Prince of Peace rode upon the foal of an 
ass, and hjs way was strewn with palm 
branches and flowers and the garments of 
those who shouted‘Hosannah.’ The time 
is when the same Prince of Peace, who has 
come to the throne and reigns as Kingover 
all kingdoms, rides in the chariot of uni­ 
versal sovereignty, whose path is strewn 
with the trophies of science, art, invention 
and philosphy. The time is coming when 
every knee shall bow and every tongue 
shall acknowledge Him Lord of Lords and 
King of Kings. There is not a nation in 
the world to-day where the inalienable 
rights of man are recognized where the 
Bible is not acknowledged as the divine 
law. You may search the annals of an­ 
cient, medixval and modern history, and 
there is not a single example. 
‘The religion of the Lord Jesus Christ is 
progressive. It makes the desert blossom 
as the rose, and the solitary place to re­ 
joice, and the desolate plac glade, and the 
sorrowful place happy, and gives a rod and 
a staff upon which to lean, even in the 
valley and shadow of death. W here the 
church spires point heavenward, there the 
smoke wreaths in clouds above the factory 
chimneys as the sm ote of incense, in ac­ 
knowledgment of the triumphs of the 
gospel. Who would for a moment im- 
8gine, without investigation, that the 
trembling needle of the compass was in­ 
fluenced by the distant planets. Balfour, 
Stewart and Warren de la Rue have shown 
that the planets, Jupiter, Saturn, Venus 
and Mars, are the cause of these disturb­ 
ances. These mighty planets, the nearest 
of which is more than 15.000,000 miles, 
and tbe farthest nearly a thousand mill­ 
ions of miles from the earth, govern and 
control the little trembling needle in the 
compass. 
So, the omnipotent, the Al­ 
mighty, eternal God, exalted above all 
gods, controls and governs the minutest 
atlairs of the most humble and trembling 
child who puts his trust in Him. Your 
pulpit Is in the store; your pulpit is in the 
editorial chair; your pulpit is in the factory 
wheels; your pulpit is at or over the work 
bench, and your pulpit is in the home 
circle. And who would have it otherwise? 
Who would change the religion that gave 
your father such quietude in the last home? 
Who would change the religion that sup­ 
ported your mother in that trying ordeal? 
Who would change the religion that gives 
such sweet hope and consolation in af­ 
fliction? Who would change the religion 
that throws out the soul auchor in the 
harbor of rest?” 
Sutter’s Fort. 
E ds. R ecord-U niok: In company with 
several gentlemen yesterday I strolled 
through the building and grounds of what 
remains of that historical building and plat 
known to the world over as Sutter's Fori. 
I csn well exclaim with those with me, 
“W hat a disgrace that this city, and the 
State for that matter, should have let this 
one spot of all others in the Golden State, 
go to ruin as we now see it.” I believe that 
that there is not another State in this 
Union but would have condemned this 
property, if not otherwise obtainable, and 
have taken it in hand and restored the old 
walls to as near its former condition as is 
p. ssible, and have set apart the land to be 
used as a park to be perpetuated for all 
tinte, as a reminder of the service rendered 
their forefathers as pioneers on this part of 
the American Continent. How often have 
I heard my wife speak of this old fort. N. 
Carriger, her father, accompanied by his 
family, arrived in Sacramento early in 1816, 
worn and weary, alter a trip of four months 
crossing the plains, and here in this old fort 
found shelter, and were royally entertained 
by its then proprietor, General Sutter. How 
many thousands could tell the same story. 
Here is were the pioneer lived who 
was the means of gold being discovered, 
for it was the building of the saw mill for 
General 8utter that brought about the dis­ 
covery. 
To let this relic go to waste is a 
monstrous shame.

Tito Pretty " Sinull-foot" Baptized and 
Made a Member of tlie Church. 
Mrs. Fong Bow, the small-footed Celestial 
woman, declared by those conpetent to 
judge as the prettiest Chinese woman on 
the coast, and who has been converted to 
Christianity, was baptized at the Congrega­ 
tional Church last evening. The unusual 
ceremony of baptizing a Chinese woman 
attracted several hundred people, many of 
whom being present out of pure curiosity. 
Mrs. Bow was attired in true Orienta! 
costume. She was dressed in silk and 
satin, and her hair was done up in the 
latest Chinese fashion. At her side was 
her husband, fondling their baby. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bow occupied the very front seats. 
Near by, on the right, sat about twenty 
Chinamen and two Chinese women, mem­ 
bers of the mission attached to the church. 
Rev. Dr. Merrill conducted the baptismal 
ceremonies, and in prayer was assisted by 
Rev. Mr. Trumbull of Lincoln. After the 
bread had been partaken cf and the grape 
wine tasted, Mrs. Bow was pronounced a 
member of the church, and ¡9 the first 
small-footed Chinese woman, it is stated, 
baptized in the country. After the cere­ 
mony Mrs. Bow and her husband were the 
subjects of congratulation from nearly 
every one present.

K ansas City, N ovem ber 3d.—A scene of 
fro n tier excitem ent occurred in th e streets 
o f th is city to-day. I t lasted for five hours, 
an d d u rin g th a t tim e a h eard of stam peded 
T ex as steers had possession of th orough­ 
fares in an area of ab o u t tw o m iles square. 
A n u m b er of persons w ere tossed on the 
h o rn s of th e infuriated beasts, an d before 
th e h erd w as cor* lied eight of th eir num ber 
h ad been killed. 
A t 8 th is m o rn in g eight cowboys started 
w ita a drove o f cattle irorn th e stockyards, 
b o u n d for Clay county, across th e M issouri 
riv er. T h e steers 
refused to cross the 
bridge, and upon being urged stam peded. 
T h en th e excitem ent began. 
T h e herd bad 
proceeded dow n B luff street for tw o squares 
a t a fast pace, carrying all before it, when 
four of th e esw boys, w ith frontier foresight, 
cu t aro u n d th e blocks an d headed th em off. 
B efore the cattle were driven back an d cor- 
raled at th e riv er's bank, e ie h to f them had 
broken awuy from the herd. 
On the tour 
o f B roadw ay an d B luff streets one o f the 
cow boys succeeded in lassooing one of 
th em , b u t could n ot control the an im al. 
T h e steer started for th e river. 
A t Bluff, 
ab o u t tw enty-five feet over th e river, the 
co w b o y refused to go further, b u t th e pony 
a n d steer plunged over in to th e w ater be­ 
lo w . 
B oth sw am ashore uninjured. 
In th e m eantim e m o u n ted police were 
called out. Tw o of th em chased one a n i­ 
m al 83 far as O ne H un d red and N ineteenth 
an d H arrison streets. 
T h is was in a fash­ 
io n ab le residence portion of the city, and 
occu rrin g ju s t w hen church-goers thronged 
th e streeis, created great excitem ent. 
One pedestrian, w ho was n o t 
quick 
enough in seeking a place o f safety, was 
tossed by th e steer, b u t was n ot seriously 
h u rt. 
F inally, a buliet from S ergeant Mc- 
V eag h ’s revolver laid the fiery an im al 
low and ended the chase.

streets one o f th e u n ru ly beasts butted a 
tram p in to consciousness w ho had sought 
th e w arm th of a brick-ysrd, and w ho bad 
gone there for his m o rn in g nap, b u t did 
n o t in ju re him severely. 
T he sieer fell 
ainoDg the debris of th e yard and the p u r­ 
su in g cowboy p u t a bullet in his heart. 
A t O ne H u n dred and E ig h tieth an d W al­ 
n u t streets a negro barber th o u g h t he would 
stop an o th er of the stam peded steers by 
sh ak in g his apron at h im . 
H e was tossed 
in the air for hi3 pains. 
A t F o u rth and 
W aln u t streets an o th er steer started up the 
cable track w ith h is head dow n. 
I t did not 
see an approaching car, or did n o t propose 
to be stopped by it, an d b atted the grip -car 
fu ll in front. T h e shook killed the anim al 
o u trig h t and stove in th e end of the car. 
A t th e corner of N in th street an d G rand 
avenue a lady w as knocked dow n by a n ­ 
o th er of th e beasta , b ut was n o t seriously 
n u rt.

D IV ID ED IRISH M EN . 


Som e of T hem C laim C rontn W hs a Spy— 
M eetings Y esterday. 


C h i c a g o , November 3d.—A meeting o f 
Irishm en was held at McCoy’s Hotel to­ 
day, at which 8370 wa3 collected for the 
purpose of seeing that the prisoners now 
on trial for their lives before Judge Mc­ 
Connell, be supplied with means to m ake a 
proper and legal defeDse. 
About 180 men were present, most of 
them looking at if they needed all the 
m oney they had for themselves and their 
families. 
Resolutions were adopted that a com­ 
m ittee be appointed to solicit subscriptions 
from Irishm en to create a fund for the de­ 
fense. 
W hile not going into the question 
of the guilt or innocence, the meeting de­ 
sired that “ justice be allowed freedom of 
action.” 
The meeting was presided over by Fitz­ 
patrick, who keeps a store in the South 
Side. 
Friends of Hr. Cronin, who are arrang­ 
ing for a public gathering to add to the 
prosecution fund, also held a meeting to­ 
day. After various committees had re 
ported. P. W. Dunne said: “ Dr. O'Reilly 
and Colonel Atkinson of Detroit have cone 
to Ireland. It is possible that they had 
an object in view, aDd I move we send a 
cablegram to Parnell at once to advise him 
of their true mission. 
“The opposition to the murderers of Dr. 
Cronin and the arch fiend back of it all 
have Bent them there to poison the minds 
of oar race. They are now trying to find 
support in that country, and if we don’t 
let our countrym en know who they are 
and what they are there for we will suffer 
for it." 
P. O'Connor coincided with this view, 
and added that four-fifths of the Irish peo 
pie are so mystified that they believe there 
was justification tor the m urder of Cronin 
and that he was a British spy. The man 
we know to be responsible for his murder, 
and who has loDg been a plunderer and 
spoilsman of his people, is their demi­ 
god. There are men who have gone to 
Ireland who know what they are about 
and will get aid, either ot a sentim ental or 
financial kind, to get the acquittal of the 
archfiend. 
The suggestion was opposed on 
the 
ground that as the coming gathering is to 
be the celebration of the revolutionary 
measure, the “ M anchester Martyrs," a com­ 
m unication from it to Parnell m ight em­ 
bairás him . 
The Chairman ruled farther discussion 
of the m atter out of order. Notwithstand­ 
ing, Matt J . Corcoran got up and said: 
“ Nine-tenths of the Irish peoplp think 
Cronin was a spy, and it is the result of the 
work of those who are getting up the op­ 
position to the celebration.

” H ers Mr. Corcoran was shut 
off on a point that, so far as is known, there 
had been no -dynamiting by the Chicago 
m en.
